King Named Navy 
‘Man of the Month’ 


The “Crowsnest,” the Royal Can- 
adian Navy’s magazine, in its No- 
vember issue salutes Petty Officer 
Stanley John King of Carbon as 
“Man of the Month,” 


Petty Officer King was chosen 
for this distinction by his ship- 
mates in the frigate, “La Hulloise,” 
depot ship of the Reserve Fleet in 
Halifax. As Chief Bos'n’s Mate, or 
“Buffer,” of the Reserve Fleet, he 
is responsible to the executive offi- 
cer for the cleanliness and smart 
appearance of the ships in reserve 
on the East Coast. 

Born in Carbon, Alberta, King 
was a farmer before joining the 
R.C.N. in October, 1938. 

During the war he served for a 
year on North Atlantic convoy 
routes in the corvette, “Drumhel- 
ler,” later transferring to another 
corvette, the “Weyburn.” When the 
latter was sunk in the entrances 
to the Straits of Gibraltar in Feb- 
ruary, 1943, Petty Officer King was 
injured and spent some time in 
hospital at Gibraltar, at Staten Is- 
land, New York, and in Halifax. 


His next ship was the mine- 
Sweeper, “Portage,” in which he 
served from October, 1943, until 


the middle of 1945. Then, after a 
short period in the training base, 
“Cornwallis,” he became Coxswain 
of the “Sault Ste. Marie,” another 
minesweeper. 

Discharged after his first seven 
year “hitch” in December, 1945, he 
went to work in a grain elevator in 
Calgary. Two months later he re- 
joined the R.C.N. as an Able Sea 
man. 

During the next few months he 
served on both coasts, took part 
in the mammoth Victory Parade 
in London and was drafted to the 
destroyer, “Nootka.” In this ship 
| he again started up the ladder of 
Nee amen regaining his Lead- 
| ing Seaman’s rating in December 
1946. A year later, as “Buffer” in 
the destroyer, “Iroquois,” predeces- 
sor to “La Hulloise’ as_ reserve 
fleet depot ship, he was advanced 
to his former status of Petty Offi- 
cer. 

When “Iroquois” went on active 
service this summer as a cadet 
training ship, he transferred to “La 
Hulloise” and, with his working 
parties of from 25 to 60 men, now 
makes his headquarters in the ffi- 
gate. 

Petty Officer King lives at 4 
Albro Lake Road, Dartmouth, with 
his wife, Lillian, and their two 
children, Stanley, aged three, and 
Luella, two.

Sands Able To Produce Canada’s 
Oil Needs For Thirty Years 


OTTAWA. — Belief that Canada 
may one day be able to produce 
enough oil to supply world demands 
for upwards of 30 years, through de- 
velopment of the resources in the 
Athabaska, Alberta, tar sands is con- 
tained in a study prepared for the 
Canadian Geographical Society by EB. 
M. Holbrook, noted petroleum engi- 
neer, 


Mr. Holbrook, whose report is pub- 
lished currently in the Society’s pub- 
lication, the Canadian Geographical 
Journal, states that the Athabaska 
area consists of some 10,000 square 
miles of oil-bearing sand as much 
as 200 feet deep. Thus far, he says, 
no economical method of recovering 
the oil has been discovered but when 
the method is found Canada will 
have a “tremendously rich resource, 
perhaps 100 billion barrels.” He be- 
lieves the tar sands alone seem to 
be an answer to the fear the world 
is running short of oil, 

Canada, according to the report, is

Canada's Soil 
Resources Are 
Dwindling Fast 


OTTAWA.—Dr. O. M. McConkey, 
professor of field husbandry at the 
Guelph, Ont., Agricultural College, 
urged establishment of a Federal 
control program to conserve the Do- 
minion’s “fast dwindling resources”. 

“Canada is a yéung country. but 
we have exploited the country very 
rapidly,” said Dr. McConkey in an 
interview. He has been in Ottawa 
for a series of lectures following a 
recent trip to China where he made 
extensive research into soil conserva- 
tion practices in the Orient, 

Quality of farm products had been 
improved “tremendously” in both 
Canada and the United States in the 
last few years, Dr. McConkey said. 
But the quantity of the yield per 
acre had dropped seriously, 

He said falling yields were the re- 
sult of “short-sighted exploitation” 
of the country’s forests and lack of 
a proper soil-building program. 

“The answer is a program of for- 
est and crop management directed 
by a central authority.”

the United States, using about two 
billion barrels of petroleum every 
week, More than 70 million barrels 
are imported, 50 per cent. of the 
crude oil and refined products com- 
ing from the U.S., with most of the 
remainder coming from Colombia, 
Venezuela, and Trinidad. Last year 
over four million barrels came from 
the Middle East. 

‘It is obvious that the cost of 
carrying crude oil from these distant 
fields has no little effect on the price 
of petroleum: products. marketed in 
Canada,” Mr. Holbrook points out. 
“It is equally true that many mil- 
lions of dollars sent out of the coun- 
try to pay for the crude oil is a seri- 
ous drain on Canada’s reserve of U.S. 
funds,” 

Despite a production of 143 million 
barrels and a known reserve of 
around one billion barrels, Canada’s 


existing oil flelds total only about 


100 square miles, An _ additional 
560,000 square miles of sedimentary 
rock, much of which is potentially 
oil-bearing, has yet to be tapped. 

Important exploratory work, par- 
ticularly in Alberta, is now going on, 
Mr. Holbrook states. He says the 
success at Imperial-Leduc No, 1, 16 
miles south of Edmonton, has stimu- 
lated more intensive activity in west- 
ern centres, The well found in 1948 
near Redwater, Alberta, was believed 
the greatest oil discovery in North 
America in that year. This year’s 
discovery of the Golden Spike field 
about 22 miles southwest of Edmon- 
ton, by Imperial-Schoepp No, 1, was 
found in 545 feet of oil-bearing rock, 
the thickest ever encountered in 
Canada, 


Mr. Holbrook says that potential 
oil production from new fields ex- 
ceeds both refinery capacity and con- 
sumer demand in the Prairies. For 
that reason a 1,150 mile pipeline is 
being constructed from Edmonton to 
the Great Lakes to supply prairie 
refineries along the route and tanker 
shipments to refineries on the Great 
Lakes. The line, to cost about 90 
million dollars, is expected to be in 
full operation by the spring of 1951. 

Mr, Holbrook is convinced that de- 
spite the tremendous universal de- 
mands for oil there is little danger 
of depletion, Even if stocks should 
be depleted in other countries, the 
rich reserves known to exist in Can- 


ada would fill needs for many years 
He believes, in fact, that 
Canada in time will bécome one of 
the greatest oil producing countries 


to come,

And they love 
doing it! 

Of course you don’t want to ex- 
pect to find the best in silverware 
at a fowl supper and “crockery” 
would more aptly apply than “china- 
ware” for most of the eating uten- 
sils, And again, all the rules and 
regulations set down by Emily Post 
won't receive more than passing ob- 
servance—if indeed they receive that. 
Fine manners will get you nowhere 
at a fowl supper — but then who 
cares about fine manners at a time 
like this? 

At a fowl supper it’s the food that 
counts—and what food! It has both 
quantity and quality to beat any

restaurant you care to name, The 
lady caterers seem to consider it an 
insult to their culinary arts if every- 
one doesn’t go away feeling just a 
little uncomfortably full. Their chief 
worry seems to be that they may 
have to take some of those juicy pies

But it’s not only the food that 
makes a fowl supper what it is—it’s 
the friendly human spirit existing 
around those long improvised tables. 
You might go to a fowl supper as a 
complete stranger — but you won't 
remain that way long. 

The fowl supper has become a 
great western institution. It express- 
es very aptly the. homey, down-to- 
earth atmosphere of the average 
prairie community. It's a pretty 
fair example, too, of democracy and

always successful Johnny Haber- 
stroh has photographed animals for 
more than two decades, all over 
Canada and the U.S. and says the 
undertaking is not for the timid. 

He once spent six hours on a lodge 
pole pine, an irate bull elk standing 
guard below 

On another occasion, a disgruntled 
mother-bear chased him for three 
miles as he made his getaway in a 
tople roadster The only picture 
I have of that bear he smiles, “is 
entirely mental,” 

“You have to know your animal 
model,”” he says just as surely as 


you have to know when a bear feels 
happy; what irks him; and when it 
is resting and feeding. 


“Some animals are alert to the 
scent of humans, and will take off 
the moment the wind shifts, There- 


fore an experienced animal lensman 
has to take all these things into con- 
sideration.” 

Besides knowing your animals, you 
have to strike a happy combination 
of good animal mood and suitable 
background. To find the two to- 
gether naturally is almost incredible 
luck. 

Sometimes you have to do a little 
fixin’ by luring the game to the spot 
where you want it. Oftener than 
not, you yourself have to take up 
position near some favorite game 
haunt like a salt lick or water course, 
and just wait until your lens target 
shows up. 

Johnny Haberstroh believes that 
the best equipment for taking wild 
game pictures is a camera with a 
three power lens.

ment, A good plan is to feed all the| 
high grade roughage the animals will 
consume in winter and provide suf- 
ficient high quality pasture through- 
out the grazing season, Roughage 
should be supplemented when neces- 


grain ration for heifers can be made 
by mixing equal parts of oats and 
barley and adding linseed or oil meal 
at the rate of one part to five parts) 
of the mixture. The amount of hay} 
consumed varies usually from eight 
to 15 pounds daily, or if silage is fed 
in addition, the amounts of hay may 
vary from five to 10 pounds, and of 
silage from eight to 15 pounds, If| 
pasture is scarce it is always advis- 
able to supplement pasture with suf- 
ficient feed either in the form of| 
concentrates, hay, silage or green} 
crops, 

After the heifer reaches one year 
of age, good quality legume roughage 
is all that is generally required up| 
to three to four months before time 
of calving.

Beware Of 
Solvents 


In a relatively few recent months, 
more than 20 industrial fires have 
resulted from “cleaning solvent”, 
Often the truth is not stated, and 
gasoline has been used. In other 
cases, normally safe solvent or kero- 
sene was contaminated with gasoline. 
In still other cases, solvent was used 
for cleaning tools, machinery, or 
concrete floors which were sufficient- 
ly hot to raise the solvent to its 
flash point, rendering it as deadly as 
gasoline for cleaning. Injuries, 
deaths, and serious damage to prop- 
erty resulted. 

In addition to making intelligent 
use of solvent and kerosene for 
cleaning on the job, employees can 
render a valuable public service by 
pointing out to their friends the fol- 
lowing: 

a. Gasoline used for cleaning has 
killed more householders than any 
other cause of residence fires. 

b, Cleaning solvent is safe when at 
a temperature of 100 deg. or Iess. 
Set in the sun or’‘on a stove, it is 
likely to become as deadly as gaso- 
line. 

ec. Use of solvent or kerosene for 
cleaning is safe only so long as both 
the cleaners and the object being 
cleaned are not appreciably above 
body temperature. Nevertheless, it 
is foolhardy to smoke while using 
“safe solvents” or to use these in 
close proximity to open flames. 

d. A tablespoonful of gasoline will 
render a gallon of kerosene or solvent 
highly dangerous.—American Petrol, 
Inst.

Noise Quieting 
Help To Health 


Because noise in industry leads to 
nerve strain, decreased efficiency and 
less productivity, the value of noise 
quieting is being proven over and 
over again in an expanding variety 
of situations, it is stated in an arti- 
cle—“Noise Quieting Steps-Up Effi- 
ciency”—in Industrial Health, a pub- 
lication of the Health League of 
Canada, 

Written by G. F. Evans of the 
Canadian Johns-Manville Co., Ltd., 
the article says increased use of me- 
chanical devices, which solve many 
problems, have intensified another 
problem, that of excessive noise. 

Survey of the noise problem in in- 
dustry by two Colgate University 
medical scientists revealed that in- 
stallation of sound absorbing materi- 
als on ceilings resulted in easier ver- 
bal communication — helping both 
foremen and workers, Confusing 
“bounce-backs” are also eliminated, 
making for more efficient operation 
of machinery, For instance, some 
workers reported that since installa- 
tion of sound absorbing ceilings they 
could hear slight sounds in their ma- 
chines much better—sounds which 
warned them to turn off their ma- 
chines before a certain type of 
break-down occurred, 

One building superintendent re- 
ported a 50 per cent. reduction in 
cleaning costs since acoustical ceil- 
ings were installed,

Mothercratt 
Society In 
Need Of Nurses 


Strange that in a wonderful coun- 
try like Canada midwifery is illegal 
and many women in rural parts are 
denied the simple prenatal and post- 
natal teaching which Mothercraft 
could give. 

The correct care of a mother and 
her newborn baby is a fundamental 
factor of life in any age or existence, 
or state of society. Yet, strangely 
enough, in Canada at the present 
time the recognized shortage of 
nurses is most acute in the realm of . 
maternal and child care. 

The Canadian Mothercraft Society, 
whose work is centred around the 
country’s greatest assets, mothers 
and babies, is concerned over the 
small number of registered nurses 
who express any willingness to be- 
come postgraduate Mothercraft nurs- 
es. 

It was in 1907, in New Zealand, 
that a doctor, Frederick Truby King, 
realized that babies were dying 
alarming numbers because their 
mothers knew nothing of the simple 
truths of mother and child care, Af- 
ter several years of research, with 
his wife’s help, in their own home, 
Truby King organized a Society, 
taught trained nurses to be his 
teachers, wrote a book with direc- 
tions that any woman could under- 
stand and carry out in any home, 
and reduced the infant death rate— 
although not his primary undertake 
ing—to a figure that few countries 
have reached after 40 years. Natur- 
ally his work spread to other coun- 
tries, to Canada in 1931, Yet dur- 
ing the past summer there have been 
outbreaks of dysentery—with deaths 
and spectacular journeys to city hos- 
pitals—in Ottawa, Manitoulin and 
Little Current such as could never 
oceur in New Zealand, since 1907. 


The Canadian Mothercraft Society 
cannot provide a service as complete 
as New Zealand for several reasons, 
The size of the country is the first 
factor, the individual provincial 
health departments another, money 
is a consideration, but lack of reg- 
istered nurses top the list, Mothers 
craft is a voluntary agency, and has 
been such wherever organized around 
the world, and still is in both New 
Zealand and Britain, but support is 
hard to come by under socialism, as 
it is in Canada, Nurses are even 
harder to come by, graduate nurses 
who will take four months training 
in Mothercraft — board and lodging 
and a living allowance provided 
nowadays when once a fee of $100 
was asked -—- and who will become 
teachers and staff nurses in the hos- 
pital, or district nurses. 

Maternity and postnatal work ap- 
pear to hold little appeal for the av- 
erage Canadian registered nurse. Yet 
it is the most fundamental need for 
happy home life and future citizen- 
ship, A clever highly-trained Ja- 
maica nurse and midwife said, after 
completing her Mothercraft course, 
that although she had brought hun- 
dreds of babies into the world it was 
not until she had Mothercraft teach- 
ing that she could send the mother 
home with directions for the care of | 
her children, Previously she had 
only been able to wish them luck,
